Wing Of = Thirty-Inch 
Found In Kansas 
A remnant of one of the world’s 

largest insects, a prehistoric dragon 

fly about 2's feet long, was dis- 
covered in the limestone beds near 

Elmo, Kansas, by Dr. Frank M. 

Carpenter, of Harvard University 

museum of comparative zoology. 

Only a part of one wing of the 
giant insect was found, but there 
was sufficient of this to accurately 
estimate the size of the entire speci- 
men, Many other insects of this 
same family have been found pre- 
viously in other parts of the world, | 
so it was not difficult for Dr. Car- 
penter to estimate the size from the 
portions of the wing. 

The giant insect was a member of 
a group known as Protodonata and 
lived in the Permian Age about 150,-| 
000,000 years ago. Insects of this 
type, with long thin bodies and thin 
Wings, were the most powerful that 
ever lived and masters of the air in 
their time, Scientists agree. 

They were among the swiftest of 
of their great
